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A few short weeks ago I hugged 
David Taylor in the Bellevue Strat- 
ford Hotel. It was during the Phil- 
adelphia Regional Writers’ Confer- 
ence, and David was conducting a 
workshop on the novel. 

I was overjoyed to see him well 
and vigorous after his serious illness 
of just six months before. *He looks 
wonderful,” I said to Mrs. Taylor 
who was standing quietly nearby; 
while David, always the center of 
animated lively conversations, was 
holding court among a crowd of ad- 
mirers and fans. 

Enthusiastically, he told me he 
was eager to begin his duties as one 
of the judges in our current writers’ 
contest. «He'll have to take it easy 
for a while after this," Mrs. Taylor 
said softly. “His working day is sup- 
posed to be limited to two hours.” 

But David was his usual animated 
self — as Mary Lewis Coakely said, 
“He is the most vital person I’ve 
ever known.” 

Not so very many days later, the 
disturbed voice of our art director 
asked me on the phone, “Did you 
know that David Taylor is dead?” 
I was stunned, as I know many of 
you must have been. 

Ill miss him at the workshops, 
meetings, and writers’ dinners where 
he frequently saved the next seat for 
me. ГЇЇ miss his brogue—our com- 
mon bond, that elocution lessons 
removed from my speech, but never 
from his. How much he will be 
missed by so many is apparent in 
this reprint of an article I wrote 
about him over a year ago. 


WEEN I first heard David Taylor 

speak at a Bucks County 
Writers’ Guild dinner, I was puz- 
zled and curious. His topic was “The 
Historical Novel.” This was reason- 
able, since Mr. Taylor has written 
five stirring novels about the history 
of the American Revolution, and 
the strife-torn post-Revolutionary 
period. As he spoke, it became quite 
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apparent that he has a prodigious 
knowledge of the minute details of 
both the major and minor characters 
and events of this particular period 
of history. 

Later, I learned that besides his 
novels, he has written many articles 
on Revolutionary incidents and per- 
sonalities. His study of John Morton, 
signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, won a George Washing- 
ton Gold Medal from the Freedoms 
Foundation at Valley Forge. A sec- 
ond Gold Medal was given to Mr. 
Taylor for an address given on Me- 
morial Day at Fort Washington. His 
writings and speeches won him the 
Freedom Leadership award for 
1960, and he has been appointed 
National Historian for the Freedom 
Foundation. 

Careful research and authentic 
detail have won him still other 
honors. Mr. Taylor was awarded the 
Huguenot Cross from the Huguenot 
Society of Pennsylvania, for contri- 
butions made to Colonial history 
through research writing. He is the 
recipient of the Award of Merit from 
the Germantown Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, and his book, “Storm the Last 
Rampart” was given the Athenaeum 
Bronze Medal for Fiction for 1960. 

It wasn’t the content of Mr. Tay- 
lor’s lecture that disconcerted me, it 
was his voice. Vivid memories of my 
childhood in Scotland suddenly 
emerged, as I listened to the famil- 
iar accents of a born and bred Cale- 
donian. Immediately I was deter- 
mined to discover how and why a 
Scot became a noteworthy expert on 
early American History. 

When I visited Mr. Taylor, I 
found him seated at a table writing 
furiously on a large yellow lined 
tablet. 


“For each novel I fill 1,400 of 
these pages with terrible handwrit- 
ing," he explained cheerfully. “Тһеве 
I edit into a notebook of 600 pages, 
which eventually become 500 type- 
written pages." His eyes twinkled 
as he added, “My wife can read my 
writing even when I can’t!” 

David Taylor is a friendly, out- 
going, extremely articulate man. He 
seemed amused by my questions, and 
answered them frankly. Although he 
is now a citizen of the United States, 
he was born in Aberdeen, Scotland, 
and attended Robert Gordon's Col- 
lege, Aberdeen University, and St. 
James in London. He has a Bachelor 
of Science degree in engineering. 

In World War I, he saw service 
in France, Egypt, and present-day 
Iraq and Iran. The end of the war 


found him in Hawaii, working as an 
engineer on a sugar plantation. One 
day he complained to a friend that 
he could write a clearer handbook 
than the one General Motors issued 
with their automobiles. *Why don't 
you?" the friend challenged. 

*So I did, and General Motors 
sent me back a check so quickly that 
I sat down and wrote a handbook for 
another car." Mr. Taylor grinned as 
he remembered. “The second check 
was for ten times the amount of the 
first. Then I had an offer from a 
small radio station in Santa Barbara. 
Radio was a new sensation then, 
(this was before NBC was in exist- 
ence) so I left the Islands for Cali- 
fornia." 

By 1935 Mr. Taylor had written 
nearly 5,000 sponsored radio shows, 

including “Tarzan of the Apes," 
“Charlie Chan,” “Unsolved Mys- 
teries," and “Once Upon A Time.” 

During the twenty years David 
Taylor spent writing and producing 
radio shows, his love for and knowl- 
edge of music, was turned into an 
asset. He produced and wrote the 
San Francisco Opera Broadcasts, 
which featured such distinguished 
artists as Ezio Pinza, Raoul Jobin, 
Lily Pons, Kurt Baum, Salvatore 
Baccaloni, and Jan Peerce. 

Eventually he became connected 
with an advertising agency, and as a 
public relations executive, made the 
trip to Valley Forge which revived 
and fed his ever-present interest in 
history. Ав he began to dig more 
deeply into the history of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, a friend suggested 
that he write a novel about the pe- 
riod. The crucial battle of Trenton 
was detailed in the stirring novel 
“Lights Across the Delaware”; and 
David Taylor, born in Scotland, 
started his new career as an Ameri- 
can historical novelist. 

Busy Mr. Taylor broadcasts over 
radio, and makes many speeches on 
American History. He is Counsellor 
on Citizenship for the Valley Forge 
Council Boy Scouts of America; and 
is a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Institutes for the 
Achievement of Human Potential, 
the Bucks County Writer’s Guild, 
and the Bucks County Historical 
Society. 

Certainly, he is a fortunate man. 
Busy and successful doing what he 
most enjoys, David Taylor has 
reached a goal that many strive for.”

Robert L. Swaim, Chairman of 


the Department of Religion and ' 


Philosophy at Beaver College, Dean 
of the Adult School, and College 
Chaplain might well have had the 
song, “I Am the Happy Wanderer,” 
written about him. This wanderer, 
however, makes his home here in 
Bucks County in the tiny borough 
of Ivyland. 

Born in Doniphan, Mississippi, he 
was the son of a Presbyterian minis- 


ter who in answer to the needs of: 


congregations: frequently moved his 
family from one pastorate to an- 
other. 

Perhaps it was this moving from 
Mississippi to Montana, Alabama 
to Tennessee, Texas to Pennsylvania 
in his younger years, or perhaps, 
Bob just grew up traveling and as 
with his going into the ministry, 
never really thought of doing any- 
thing else. 

Be that as it may, not many of 
these United States are unknown to 
Robert Swaim, and he has only to 
visit some four or five foreign coun- 
tries to say he has been everywhere. 

Bob is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh where he received 


his Bachelor of Arts degree. Не re- . 


ceived his Bachelor of Sacred The- 
ology at Western Theological Sem- 
inary, and his Doctorate in Theo- 
logy at the Iliff School of Theology. 
He has also studied at the Univer- 


sity of Tennessee and Maryville Col- 


lege. 

In the Presbyterian world of 
today, Robert L. Swaim is a well 
known name; both of his brothers 


have also earned names for them- 
selves. William Swaim is Executive: 


Secretary of the Presbyterian Homes 
of Central Pennsylvania; while Car- 
ter Swaim, who for ten years served 
as head of the Department of Eng- 
lish Bible in New York, is now serv- 
ing as minister of The Church of the 
Covenant in New York City, in 


which many of the United Nations - 
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ROBERT L. SWAIM 


personnel are members. 

Dr. Robert Swaim is a quiet man, 
charming in old world courtesy, soft 
spoken and giving the general im- 
pression of one not usually excited 
or given to passionate out-bursts. 
But his piercing direct look when 
he is on a subject he feels strongly 
about, brings the realization of how 
deep these still waters run. One of 
the subjects he thoroughly enjoys 
talking about, and one he has been 
associated with since 1958 is the 
Beaver College European Summer 
Seminar Program. 

Every year, with the exception of 
this one, Bob has taken a group of 
students and others to far distant 
corners of the globe. Accompanying 
him on all of these trips is Grace— 
his vivacious, pint-sized wife (who 
by the way, he stole from under the 
nose of her steady beau the first time 
he saw her), and their fifteen year 
old son Bobby. 

This summer Bob has passed up 
a jaunt overseas to work on his 
book, but already the plans for the 
1966 trip have been worked out. 

From June 23 through August 10, 
this happy little band of wanderers 
will meet and talk with such people 
as actors from the Royal Shake- 
speare Memorial Theater; they will 
sit with Berliners at the opera; stroll 
through the lush fairy tale Vienna 
woods, and float in a gondola while 
being serenaded by the boatmen. 

They will have consultations with 
leaders in education, business and 
politics, and will mingle and ex- 


‘change ideas with the ordinary peo- 


ple of all these countries. 

Bob speaks very highly of his 
two constant companions on these 
trips. Grace, as many know, would 
be an asset to any group anywhere; 
and of son Bobby, Bob says He's 
been around Europe enough by this 
time to know both Paris and London 
like the back of his hand. In fact 
young Robert is allowed to wander 
freely in both of these great cities. 


Dr. Swaim not only teaches, 


writes and travels but is also a work- 
ing member of the American Acad- 
emy of Religion, the Society of Bib- 
lical Literature and Exgesis, and the 


Professor, Philosopher, and 


Philanthropist 


American Association of University 
Professors. 

At the present time he is doing 
special work in the field of applied 
philosophy, and his book when fin- 
ished, will dwell on present day re- 
ligious problems. 

When we met this summer, Bob 
was most enthusiastic about a new 
lecture series he has almost com- 
pleted for the coming year for his 
class at Beaver on New Contem- 
porary Religious Cults. He is also 
ready to present a new course of 
talks to the faculty during the fall 
semester. 

Still this amazing man will give 
his time and talent whenever and 
wherever it may be needed. Just this 
past April, Bob and ten students 
from Beaver College exchanged 
places with ten students and a pro- 
fessor from the Johnson C. Smith 
University in Charlotte. The John- 
son C. Smith University is an all- 
Negro college, related as Beaver is 
to the United Presbyterian Church. 
The two professors exchanged class- 
room assignments and picked up 
and performed all other duties con- 
nected with each other's faculty 
roles. The whole idea was to make 
an exchange as complete as possible 
in every respect, and everyone was 
amazed at how remarkably well and 
smoothly it was done. 

Bob Swaim's enthusiasm in talk- 
ing about the many facets of this 
trip is contagious. “All of us who 
represented Beaver College,” he 
says, “literally entered the life of 
Johnson University. It could be no 
half way measure, no patronizing 
‘lark’, no field trip analysis of a new 
and possibly strange culture. Our 
students attended classes, bought 
cold drinks at the student union, 
played bridge, walked and talked 
on the campus with new found 
friends, held late evening sessions 
in the dormitories talking over every 
subject under the sun. (A favorite 
pastime with students everywhere. ) 
The youngsters attended several 
cultural events of unusual quality, 
went to church, had their meals in 
the beautiful new dining hall on the 
campus, participated in receptions 


and birthday parties, and sat on 
benches in deep concentrated dis- 
cussions with Smith students. They 
shared their confidences, hopes, 
dreams, fears and problems. The 
most talked over subject of the 
whole trip was their mutual concern 
for the failures in our common life 
` today.” 

It was all such a complete meet- 
ing of minds that after the second 
day on the campus no one noticed 
any distinction in skin color. 

Dr. Swaim is very quick to point 
out that none of the students in- 
volved in this program were starry- 
eyed utopians or pious do-gooders. 
They were people who were willing 
to face up to realities, both of fact 
and of tradition. 

As Bob says, “No one can pre- 
tend that negroes are not black or 
that white people are not white.” 
The Beaver students were mostly 
youngsters from upper middle class 
families, who have shared the rela- 
tive abundance of that way of life. 
A considerable number of the Smith 
students were from similar back- 
grounds, but а disproportionate 
number had come from deprived 
and depressed areas. 

“We all realized this difference,” 
he says, “but the important thing 
was that this difference made no 
earthly difference at all! We met, 
all of us, at the same level of friend- 
ship, and friendship is never intim- 
idated by dissimilarity.” 

Summing up this exchange he 
says, “A philosopher might say that 
it was an experience dealing with 
essence, not with things; with mean- 
ings, not with unrelated facts. It was 
nonetheless reality, and many in this 
experiment saw something they had 
never seen before. It will always be 
a part of us. It was not a sit-in, or 
a wade-in, or a picket line, or a 
march from Selma to Montgomery. 
It was simply a successful experi- 
ment in living. It opened up an ef- 
fective answer, and when we re- 
turned to Philadelphia the crack in 
the Liberty Bell did not seem quite 
so wide.” 

And this is Robert L. Swaim, a 
unique person in that he truly loves 
his fellow man. He can meet high 
born or low, foreign born or Amer- 
ican, and accept each person as a 
child of God. 

What makes a man like this? 
Perhaps a statement he made in the 
June issue of Hi Way will help us 
understand. "One must gather up 
not only available facts, but more 


important, we must find out what . 


the facts mean. In this way we can 
achieve individual and personal ex- 
perience of truth, and this search 
will lead each of us to wholeness as 
a person, and as a christian." y

With “Levittown on the Dela- 
ware” in the offing as Village II, it 
might be interesting to review the 
past qualities that made New Hope 
famous as an art center and a mag- 
net for so many noted artists ‘and 
writers. Popular opinion, it appears, 
wants to keep big money “progress” 
out. The town has fought off other 
plans to “improve” it, like cutting 
down all the trees on Main Street 
and broadening it into a straight 


thoroughfare. Citizens cried in an-. 


guish, “Don’t straighten our crooked 
streets. We like our bumpy side- 
walks. If our puddles have to go 
we'd rather do it ourselves. We want 
to stay quaint and old-fashioned and 
uncomfortable." 

There was a time when New 
Hope bustled with industries, with 
3,000 canal boats blowing for the 
old locks at the south end of town 
and twenty-one shoemakers busily 
making and repairing boots and 
women's shoes and children's tas- 
seled footwear.

that nearly met over Main street, 
and with the passing of the famous 
Peaker cats who haunted the fisher- 
men off the banks of the canal. The 
late Dr. Henry Turner was kept 
busy extracting fish hooks from their 
mouths and paws. They were large, 
beligerent fish-lovers and would 
crouch on the towpath until an ang- 
ler landed a fish. It was an agile 
fisherman who could beat a Peaker 
cat to the fish flopping on the bank. 
In their greedy haste the cats often 
swallowed fish and hook, which 
meant a hurried visit to the vet. 
The picturesqueness of the climb- 
ing roses blooming on an old sagging 
fence back of the Solebury National 
Bank is gone, as is the sun dial that 
was on the sidewalk in front of a 
restaurant of that name. The Tony 
Sarg shop was a grocery store witb. 
barrels of apples and bushel baskets 
of potatoes on the porch. The build- 
ing next door was the postoffice in 
the days when the mail came on the 
train. A half hour or so before train 
time, old men would gather and 


sit on a ledge that was between the 
postoffice and the store next door. 
They paid little heed to the boys 
scuffling and running around them. 
They did, however, get into fiery 
political discussions and one day 
when two of them seemed ready for 
blows, a sturdy townswoman took 
each by a collar and banged their 
heads together. New Hopers had a 
way of settling matters without call- 
ing the constable. 


The old railroad station, long a 
New Hope trademark, will be wel- 
comed back to its former location. 
Once there were passenger and 
freight trains in and out all day long 
and into the night. Besides the steam 
engines, that came tooting around 
the curve belching black smoke, 
there was a newfangled train, a 
single car with rubber wheels popu- 
larly known as the “rubber train.” 
It was a continual track jumper and 
when hot, disgruntled passengers 
came walking up the track, one 
knew the rubber train had jumped 
just outside of town. The real cala-

mity was when it jumped at the 
Ferry street or Main street crossing. 
Every mechanically minded male 
turned out to give a hand in getting 
it back on the rails. 

Bridge street had an old camel- 
back bridge that discouraged the 
great freight-car trucks from coming 
through New Hope. Its steep pitch 
made, it almost impossible for the 
behemoths to make the grade in icy 


. weather. Many an extra long one 


got hung in the middle on the hump 
of the bridge and required the effort 
of dozens of excited citizens to get 


it off. 
When canal traffic began to fall 


away and many factories became 
idle, New Hope's mad. industrial 
pace slowed down. Edward W. Red- 
field, famed the world over for his 
canvases of the Delaware Valley, 
wandered in and spent a summer 
near New Hope and Lumberville. 
He was so entranced with this para- 
dise that when he returned from 
studying and painting in France, he 
settled at Center Bridge. Too poor, 
in those days, to afford a horse and 
carriage, he carried his painting gear 
to Stockton and took the early morn- 
ing train to Lambertville, to cross 
the bridge and spend the day at his 
easel, with. the quaint streets, the 
ancient grist mill and the tranquil 
canal scenes in New Hope for his 
subjects. And New Hope gradually 
became known in all of the art gal- 
leries of the country. 

A short time later William Lath- 
rop bought the old house that had 
been the home of successive millers 
who had operated Phillips Mill for 
140 years. Mrs. Lathrop mothered 
his art students and welcomed those 
who gathered there on Sunday after- 
noons. Her teas, served graciously 
with thin slices of buttered, home- 
made bread, became famous in the 
valley. Then a group of artists set- 
tled around New Hope, which in 
earlier years had known Martin 
Johnson Heade of Lumberville who 
was famous not only for his pictures, 
but as court painter of Dom Pedro 


the pre-tourist days — when everyone hibernated in winter.

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“THEY DON’T MAKE WOOD

“There’s a lot of rich old ma- 
hogany and cherry and oak lurking 
beneath a thin coat of varnish and 
grime in almost any second-hand 
furniture store.” this magazine 
article said. 

My wife was convinced, and it 
led to a startling over-night dis- 
covery that we just couldn’t live 
without a conversation piece in our 
living room anymore. 

She was also convinced we would 
have the same kind of luck as the 
people who write furniture refinish- 
ing articles, and who are always 
discovering rich-grained wood un- 
der the grime. 

Without even pausing to argue, 
my wife mapped out a cursory tour 
of practically every second-hand 
furniture store in Bucks county. 
And on her reserve list she pin- 
pointed several across the river, just 
in case. 

How well I remembered being 
led up the primrose path by maga- 
zine articles in the past. Conse- 
quently, I firmly suggested that we 
drop the whole nonsénsical idea. So 
we compromised and dropped my 
suggestion. 

The hunt was on! And on and 
on. About five hours and four cov- 
ered bridges later we found some- 
thing with all four legs attached. 
It was in an antique shop off the 
beaten path with no other antique 
shops nearby. : 

My wife, unschooled in second- 
hand furniture store behavior, ran 
her hand fondly across the top of it 
and foolishly advertised the fact 
that she liked it. I pulled her away 
and whispered to her to pretend that 
she wouldn't be caught dead buying 
it. 

The proprietor of the antique 
shop pretended he didn't even know 
we were there. He was watching a 
TV program in color. 

My wife and I spent at least a 
half hour examining the thing. We 
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finally identified it as a folding end 
table. We knocked on it, tapped 
the legs, rubbed the finish and mov- 
ed it closer to the light to examine 
it better. “Not that we're interest- 
ed in this thing," I shrewdly ap- 
proached the proprietor, “But how 
much are you asking for it?” 

The fellow turned his head from 
the TV for the first time and 
mumbled. “Fifty dollars, if you’re 
not interested, and twenty-five if 


vou are,” E . 
We finally bought it for fifteen 
because we were desperate. Besides, 


. we were interrupting his program. 


"And how would you go about re- 
moving the old finish?" I asked, in 
a sly effort to pry loose some hid- 
den trade secrets. 

He shrugged his shoulders, knoek- 
ed his pipe on the side of our 
table and mumbled, *A couple 
sheets of sandpaper, I guess." 

We also asked him what kind of 
fine, old wood lurked beneath that 
thin coat of grime and he assured 
us. “They don’t make wood like 
that no more." 

We lashed our prize to the top 
of the car and headed triumphantly 
for home. On the way we stopped 
to purchase two sheets of fine sand- 
paper. 

Back in the privacy of our own 
home, everybody gathered around 
the thing to identify the wood, 
which I had promised to expose in 
a mere five or ten minutes. 

I started to sand a corner of the 
table first, but after ten minutes I 
learned that the finish was remov- 
ing the sandpaper. A half-hour lat- 
er my son hurried back from the 
hardware store with two dozen 
sheets of extra course sandpaper. I 
explained to my eager little group 
that there might possibly be more 
than just a thin coat of grime on the 
surface. Or, as the second-hand 
furniture store man might have said, 
"They iust don't make varnish like 
that no more." 

“Its no skin off my knuckles,” 


my wite said, "But why don't you 
give up and try some paint remov- 
er now." 

“I was just going to send for 
some." I retaliated. 

I had to admit, the remover was 
very effective. Everytime some of 
it splattered on our other furniture 
or the baseboards, it removed the 
paint with ease. 

Spurred on by a burning curiosity 
to see what was underneath, every- 
body chipped in with brushes and 
paint remover. By the time the 
table was completely stripped down 
to a brownish coat of paint which 
was underneath all the varnish and 
grime, we all voted to finish the re- 
finishing another day. 

About a month later, curiosity 
made us restless and we attacked 
the brown paint. The brown coat 
peeled very nicely with the aid of 
the infallible paint remover, and re- 
vealed a coat of green underneath. 
This would have been enough to 
discourage any normal individual, 
but not my wife. “Onward,” she 
chanted.

I scraped my way through sev- 
eral more coats of varying hues.

II, Emperor of Brazil. Daniel Gar- 
ber's summer visit lengthened into 
years, for he bought an old mill 
property in a setting of magic beauty 
on the Cuttalossa. 

Back in 1917 the New Hope 
Group of Painters, as they were 
called, stirred great excitement in 
the art world with their radical de- 
parture from European influence, 
developing what was then a modern 
approach to landscape painting. A 
Mr. McBride, art critic for the New 
York Sun, tried to take them apart 
caustically. "Artists," he wrote, “do 
not talk much about the New Hope 
painters, at least the ones who are 
making history do not, and there 
is not much curiosity as to their 
doings. They live in a pretty country. 
I heard one man who passed 
through it once—it's somewhere on 
the Delaware — say that it was too 
pretty, it left nothing for the artist 
to do." 

He went on to analyze the New 
Hope group's popularity. “It is their 
general air of 'tis the Sabbath day' 
that makes them so irresistible to 
art juries. The droll part of it is that 
the very men who wouldn't be 
found dead with a New Hope land- 
scape in his possession is the same 
man who, when he finds himself on 
the art jury, ups and votes to give 
the New Hope picture the prize — 
for if a New Hope picture doesn't 
get the prize it is one that might 

` just as well have been a New Hope 
picture." 

Mr. McBride resented the happy 
fact that our local artists were al- 
ways winning prizes saying; "this is 
in a sense their fault, since they 
paint palpably with that object in 
view, but the blame attached to such 
prize-taking should certainly fall al- 
so upon the institution and the ar- 
tists who award the prizes." 

But New Hope's fame as an art 
center spread abroad in metropoli- 
tan galleries. Although its glory 
diminished with the years and the 
passing, sadly, of so many of these 
illustrious artists, young, talented 
hands have caught the torch and are 
valiantly trying to maintain the vil- 
lage's prestige. 

About 1929 a group organized to 
save Phillips Mill from destruction. 
They renovated it, gave the ancient 
wooden machinery to the Bucks 
County Historical Society, and con- 
verted it into a community center, 
primarily for the exhibition of paint- 
ings.

Writers In Revolt 


An Anthology Edited by Terry 
Southern, Richard Seaver and Alex- 
ander Trocchi—Berkley Medallion 
Books; 95¢; 1963. 


I suppose Writers In Revolt ful- 
fills the obligation of a title with 
sales appeal but it’s also misleading. 
At least it’s misleading to me. I 
can see how one could get such an 
impression as writers like Allen 
Ginsburg (“I saw the best minds of 
my generation destroyed by mad- 
ness, starving, hysterical, naked. ."); 
Fyodor Dostoyevsky (“I swear, 
gentleman that to be too conscious 
is an illness—a real thorough-going 
illness.”); Henry Miller (“There is 
only one thing that interests me 
vitally now, the recording of all that 
which is omitted from books."), 
and a host of other topple what 
many of us hold to be thé “real” 
world into the dark canyon of 
myths and dreams. 

Im convinced that most of the 
writers included in this collection 
are not so much involved in a re- 
volt away from something as they 
are in a search for a way to go on 
amidst the shambles left in the 
wake of advancing physics, psychol- 
ogy and theology. They are trying 
to find a point of reference in a 
world- where ideas and concepts 
tumble down before they're fully 
erected; where heroic and weight- 
less men walk in outer space while 
their respective nations hold knives 
at each others throats; a world 
where one of the most advanced 
and cultured countries of Europe 
proved the distance from civiliza- 
tion to barbarism can be spanned 
in the time it takes to construct a 
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gas chamber. 

Artist Robert Osborn’s definition 
of art as "Something you can hardly 
stand” applies with a vengence to 
our present school of serious wri- 
ters. Included in this powerhouse 
collection is much that one can 
hardly stand. It’s surely easier to 
become the three monkeys with 
their ostrich hands or join a Ban- 
ning Bad Books Brotherhood than 
it is to face the horror of William 
Burroughs’ Naked Lunch. 


At some point we might con- 
sider the idea that one of the 
reasons we can hardly stand so 
much of what’s being written is be- 
cause the artist can hardly stand the 
world he's living in. Then, if. you 
were brought up on Horatio Alger 
or the Bobbsey Twins, you might 
attribute that state of affairs to the 
depraved condition of modern wri- 
ters; or, if you have a more his- 
torical bent, you might begin really 
shaking, frightened by the theory 
that when art reflects the depraved 
and horrific the deluge can’t be far 
behind. Of course, those who assign 
it to the depraved condition of the 
artists will have to give ample ex- 
planation of how a healthy culture 
goes about producing depraved 
artists. 

If you don’t want to be the three 
monkeys with ostrich hands this 
anthology will pop your eyes, 
offend your ears and leave you 
speechless enough you won’t have 
te worry about covering your 
mouth. If it is possible to give an 
over-all impression, and it’s difficult 
because these are writers with very 
private visions, I think the final 
paragraph of the book’s introduc- 
tion is as valid as any. 

“Throughout the whole body of 
psychoanalytic knowledge nothing 
is considered more dangerous or des- 
picable than the double standard; 
it is known, of course, in its clinical 
extreme, as schizophrenia. Because 
of stigma, no less than because of 


knowledge itself, we are now-con- `

siously tending away from double 
standards. What is required, then, 
is the deliberate avoidance of lip 
service to assume values, and ad- 
herence instead to deeply personal 
impulse, as well as the active re- 
sponse to the most private value 
inclinations. For it is in this way 
alone that the great hollow symbols 
by which cultures pretend to live 
are given face and substance, the 
dead lips of color warmth and, per- 
haps, in the end, something mean- 
ingful to say.

Mrs. Rivinus and her co-author, 
Mrs. Biddle have compiled a de- 
lightful and nostalgic collection of 
Victoriana from the days when 
rambling Gothic mansions were 
tangible evidence of prosperity and 
gracious living. Many of these 
monuments to a now forgotten way 
of life have surrendered to decay 
or encroachment.

There is an old stone house 
standing off the main road in 
Trevose. It stands unobtrusively in 
the shade of oaks and maples and 
would not catch the eye of the 
passerby any more than any other 
old stone house in Bucks County. 

Yet is has a tale to tell that 
makes a dinner guest look uneasily 
over his shoulder, put down his 
fork and gaze motionless at the 
shining glass panes in the side door 
of the old house. It is usually about 
this time, just as the sun is setting 
and its orange-gold light fills the 
clear panes of the door-that it hap- 
ens. The lights in the room grow 
dim. Then a shadow is seen moving 
across the door on the outside. 

Some member of the family hur- 
ries to the door and opens it. 
There is never anyone there. In 
another instant the lights in the 
room blaze back again and all is 
as it was before with nothing but 
the faded gold of the disappearing 
sun filling the door panes. 

Sometimes one member of the 
family has stood waiting at the door 
for the shadowy apparition to come 
by. The instant it appeared the door 
was thrown open. Nothing, of 
course. What ghost would be 
caught? Up and down the pathway, 
in and out among the trees, the 
family has searched. Never anyone 
found. 

Who is the shadow at sunset? 
The story, I was told, relates to a 
woman who once lived in that 
house. She is recalled only as Aunt 
Ellen. She was a determined kind of 
woman, especially in regard to one 
thing; she would return to that 
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have kept her word. What she 
hadn’t thought of, perhaps, is the 
uneasiness she has brought to the 


present-day inhabitants of her 
home. Children become afraid; their 
friends are too frightened to call; 
baby sitters become impossible to 
obtain. Because of all this, the tale 
of Aunt Ellen was silenced by the 
family as much as possible through 
their years in the house. Few 
people have ever heard of the 
story, even in Trevose itself. 

Yet will Aunt Ellen let her 
shadowy story vanish with her into 
the shades of the old oaks and 
maples? I doubt it. 

Do you doubt it? Do you doubt 
Aunt Ellen herself, and the passing 
shadow and the dimming lights? 

The family doubted also. The 
lowering of the lights must be due 
to a specially heavy load on the 
main circuit at dinner time, per- 
haps. The shadow might be the 
limb of a maple tree shuddering in 
an evening breeze outside. . . 

Yet it has always looked like the 
form of a woman. 

Then one time there happened 
that unforgettable incident. Just af- 
ter the shadow had passed and 
someone jumped up and threw open 
the door something was seen. Some- 
thing golden shone in the last ves- 
tiges of sunlight on the side path. It 
was picked up and no-one there has 
ever forgotten the incident since. It 
was an old-fashioned bracelet with 
the initial “E” engraved upon it. 

Aunt Ellen was a very deter- 
mined woman.

NEW HOPE—NOTES AND 
NOSTALGIA 


One of the delightful centers of 
culture in New Hope is Laura Lou 
Brookman’s New Delaware Book 
Shop. She makes it possible for the 
public to meet Bucks County 
writers and illustrators at autograph- 
ing parties. New Hope culture has 
‘always carried a quiet dignity. Even 
the rather frantic opening of the | 
Bucks County Playhouse was a very 
orderly affair, with New Норегѕ 
lined up on the bridge over Ingham 
Creek to watch the celebrities go in. 

In 1938 Lew Brown wearied of 
the milling business in the historic 
old New Hope mill, which Benjamin 
Parry had rebuilt from the burned 
ruins of a previous mill in 1796. 
New Hope area people rallied to the 
mill’s rescue, bought it and con-, 
verted it into the Bucks County 
Playhouse — which won the honor 
of being the Pennsylvania Theater. 
This brought changes in the quiet 
village on the left bank of the Dela- 
ware, notably in the stores and the 
restaurants. It is now a gourmet 
town with gourmet prices. Time was | 
when you could get a full course, | 
home-cooked dinner at Mrs. Deter- 
ers restaurant by the railroad sta- | 
tion for fifty cents. That was where | 
Everett Edward Horton ate while 
he was rehearsing in Worthington's 
Hall for the opening play, “Spring- 
time for Henry." The playhouse 
wasn't finished until an hour or so 
after curtain time on that opening 
night. 

Dissension arose among 
the different schools of art. Anything 
that smacked of modernism wasn't 
hung in the mill, so a small group, 
painting in splashes of color, angles 
and weird landscapes and portraits 
put on their own exhibit in the town 
hall that doubled for the jail. They 
called themselves the Independents. 
Later they used the old store where 
a now renowned grocer, Joseph 
Pickett, once sold produce on the 
side and spent much of his time 
painting. His works, considered too 
crude for New Hope, now bring 
fabulous prices as primitives. An- 
other later group termed Art Asso- 
ciates maintained exhibits in an old 
granary on the Playhouse grounds. 

Constance Ward, who probably 
knows more Bucks County artists 
and more about them, than anyone 
else had a gallery for a number of | 
years. Her shows introduced all of 
the best of art in the county. She 
wrote an art column for the New 
Hope Gazette and for the Bucks 
County Traveler. 

Sheldon Cheney is another voice 
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for art: he is author of “A World 
History of Art" and "The Theater, 
3,000 Years of Drama, Acting and 
Stagecraft." Before little theater 
groups had a voice, he founded the 
“Theater Arts Magazine."
